degree in the administration. Even 
officials xvho have hiterto been in- 
clined to balk at allowing politics to 
enter into their calculations are be- 
ing taught that politics is every- 
thing. Years ago. the Republicans 
played havoc with political govern- 
| mcnt. and the nation rebuked them. 


Today, the new torics are woise 
than the old tories—they use public 
funds and public offices for political 
purposes without the slightest hesi- 
tation. 


State Socialism 


Many thoughtful 
persons 
have 


said all along that state socialism 
would be a disaster 
for America, 


because the magic word "govern- 
ment" was underneath 
merely a 


cloak 
for 
political 
racketeering. 


Now. as the federal 
government 


reaches out its hand to control or 
regulate or even own businesses, 
the political cancer is revealed in 
high places. If the head of a federal 
government agency which employs 
3.000.000 or thereabouts in "work 
relief" has no compunction 
about 


discussing the political motives, in- 
terests or objectives of such a large 
group of voters who arc beholden 
to the dispensers of public funds, 
the WPA administrators in the va- 
rious states will have no hesitancy 
to do so either. They certainly do 
not risk much by imitating their 
chieftain.

The responsibility, of course, for 


this state of affairs rests with the 
members of congress, and particu- 
larly the senators who refused at 
the last session to adopt a proposal 
that federal employes be forbidden 
to engage in politics. The adminis- 
tration spokesmen, 
including the 


majority leader. Senator Barklcy of 
Kentucky, fought the bill and de- 
feated it. This evidently has been 
taken by administration officials to 
mean that what is not specifically 
forbidden by law 
is permissible,

The genuine though explosive honesty 


of Karoid L. Ickes has been one of the 
bright lights in the history of an admin- 
istration where so many leaders step soft- 
ly, and speak softly, if at all. 


It is noticeable that every time fes- 


tering corruption in the \VPA is uncov- 
ered, Harry Hopkins has an expression he 
gives to the press about treating with the 
wrongs in due course. 
But the people 


have found that "due course" means no 
action at all. 


Nothing of that kind goes with Mr. 


Ickes. 


Some time ago he announced that 


lobbyists simply must not be employed in 
getting PWA allotments. But communi- 
ties in California thought Mr. Ickes was 
serving up the usual hash to the public 
so they employed a lobbyist who claimed 
he had some special touch and some par- 
ticular ability whereby lie could release 
a golden stream of money in Washington. 
Mr. Ickes didn't waste any words. He 
cracked down like Simon Legree ever 
since Uncle Tom's Cabin has been staged. 
He peremptorily suspended all eight ap- 
plications for PWA projects in California, 
threw them out of the office, just wouldn't 
have anything to do with them whatever. 


Men of Mr. Ickes' robust honesty are 


so scarce in public office, and particular- 
ly today that their acts are like a cooling 
draught of water slaking the parched 
throat of the desert traveler. And there 
is another great advantage in having the 
Ickes type in office, for differences of 
opinion, however acute, never reach the 
white heat state when public officials are 
both brave and honest. 


A F L AND THE WAGNER ACT 
Acknowledging freely 
the part he 


played in support of the Wagner 
Law, 


William Green, addressing delegates of 
labor organizations at Atlantic City, said 
that keen regret had arisen because "The 
act has been applied in many instances 
in a way we never dreamed of, clearly 
out of accord with its letter and spirit, 
by those with authority to administer it." 


Mr. Green promised the delegates that 


the American Federation of Labor intend- 
ed "to mobilize its political strength in a 
determined effort to amend the law.'' 


The Wagner Law has signally failed of 


its purpose in so many particulars that 
disgust in every corner of the country 
runs high. But the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board, blameworthy as it is in many 
respects, cannot be credited for all the 
viciousness of the law. 


There are a number of important rea- 


sons why the Wagner Act failed to express 
a fair or correct rule of law and procedure 
in labor affairs. 
One was the constant 


duel between AFL and CIO, each bound 
to take public positions in relation to this 
law somewhat affected by the position 
of the other and not altogether controlled, 
by any means, by the 
welfare of the 


worker. 


The greatest niche the labor leader will 


ever fill is that of securing approximate 
justice for the worker through conference 
and conciliation. 
Though the employer 


pays dearly for strikes, the worker pays 
as much, and cannot afford the payment 
as well. 


The Wagner Law fails signally because 


not even the slightest effort was made to 
forestall strikes by compelling conferences 
and efforts at conciliation, during which 
time the pubhc would be informed of 
claims and conditions. 
If labor leaders 


take the position that the right to strike 
is as clear as the right to free speech, 
they are correct. But the right to free 
speech has its limitations. And the right 
to strike is not curtailed, but mnrir- ihe 
more precious, by a reasonable compulsion 
to prevent conflict until the lapse of such 
time, 30 days or so. as will permit a clear 
analysis of the dispute. ?s murh for nil 
concerned as anyone.

CONQUEROR, NEW STYLE 


The enslavement of peoples by con- 


querors has been accepted practice since 
the earliest times. 
Before Khammurabi 


could enact his code of laws in the days 
of Babylon's glory, Sargon I and the kings 
of Ur must needs enslave the peoples along 
the Mediterranean coast. And, sometimes, 
the ruthlessncss of conquerors has ad- 
vanced civilization. 


However, historians of a future day 


will find it difficult to justify Japan's 
attempted conquest of China if, as is re- 
liably reported, the Japanese are using 
opium to aid in the shackling of millions 
in conquered territories. 


China, since the World war, had been 


making progress in breaking the chains 
imposed by this age-old vice. Now, it is 
reported, opium distribution 
is 
being 


pushed with all the ingenuity the Japanese 
command. 


The western world must view with 


misgiving this Twentieth-century exercise 
of a conqueror's prerogative. The creating 
of new millions of opium addicts repre- 
sents a real menace, though none of those 
addicts ever step across the boundaries 
of their provinces. 
Opium production al- 


ways outstrips legitimate demand. 
The 


creating of new millions of addicts can 
only mean a comparable increase in the 
quantity of opium and 
its 
derivatives 


which is disposed of through illegitimate 
channels. 


A hundred, even fifty, years ago a 


threat such as is represented by this re- 
ported activity of the Japanese would 
have occasioned less alarm in the western 
world. Now, however, with distances fore- 
shortened, increased opium production in 
the Orient is as real a threat in Salt Lake 
City and Sarasota, Florida, as it 
Budapest and Buenos Aires. 


There may not be a great deal that 


can be done to checkmate this reported 
Japanese activity, except in the way of 
increasing present vigilance at the Na- 
tion's borders. 


However, if the reports are true, Japan 


will learn she has committed a grave er- 
ror in underestimating the weight of cen- 
sure her actions will occasion in other 
lands.

for identification. The fourth plant 
was hound's tongue, a 
common 


weed in somewhat dry. stony pas- 
tures. 
Its wine-colored blossoms, 


which always remind me of minia- 
ture hollyhocks, later give way to 
flat, burry seeds that stick to cloth- 
ing. The pastures near Baird's creek 
a few miles east of Green Bay, are 
covered with this plant, as young 
ladies with silk stockings have no 
doubt discovered. 


Last Saturday an early morning 


visitor hung a spray of red berries 
at my back door. At first glance it 
appeared to be Labrador tea, a 
shrubby plant found 
in 
northern 


bogs. 
The margins of the leaves, 


however, were not inrolled as in the 
Labrador tea nor were the leaves 
as rusty beneath as they are in that 
plant. All the earmarks of the plant 
give it away as a heath, closely re- 
lated to the Labrador tea.

Saturday was sent from Appleton.

' way in the asylum yard. 


Whatever action may be taken as 


the result of the investigation, ac- 
cording to the governor, will be by 
Brown county 
authorities, 
who 


were asked to study the long, bulky 
document carefully. 


While state officials 
refrained 


from commenting on the contents of 
the report, it was learned that in 
private conferences they had dis- 
cussed the Brown county situation 
in strong language. 


Unbusinesslike 
methods 
and 


looseness were disclosed 
by 
the 


comprehensive accountants' study, 
it was said. A thorough moderniza- 
tion of the accounting practices 
should be ordered by the 
county 


board in order to install efficient 
and regular management, the report 
indicated. 


Although state auditors uncover- 


ed numerous irregularities 
and 


careless actions through their own 
investigation, their 
study of

matters complained of in the affi-

drought years and the 


decimated harvests in large areas 
of Wisconsin's agricultural sections. 


Compared with the several pre- 


ceding dry seasons, the 
service 


pointed out, the rainfall so far this 
year has been better in most parts 
of Wisconsin than it has been for a 
long time, and temperatures were 
such as to produce excellent grow- 
ing weather.

summary for June prepared by the 
crop service shows that the mean 
temperature was 65 6 degrees, com- 
pared with a normal of 64 9 degrees.

same areas, while precipitation was 
generally in excess of normal from 
Jan. 1 to the present, it was pointed 
out. 


However, sharp acreage changes 


are shown this year, it was said, 
including substantial declines in 
corn, potatoes, barley, rye. and 
spring wheat. Increases are noted 
in tobacco, winter wheat, hay and 
some of the minor crops.

The crop reporting service also 


disclosed that in Wisconsin there 
is little carry-over of grain stocks 
this year, in contrast to the nation 
as a whole, that there is an esti- 
mated increase of 10 per cent in 
the Wisconsin pig1 crop for 1938, 
that there will be a six per cent 
increase in brood sows to be far- 
rowed in the state next fall, that

LMOST EVERYONE is interested in the angles of the Harlnett 
for Grimm deal recently staged by P. K. Wrigley of the Chicago 
Cu^s. So we've delved through the various sheets in an effort to 
learn what it's all about. 


Thursday Irving Vaughan of the Chi Trib made a remark to the effect 


that the Ci-bs weren't what most writers considered a top-notch ball 
team. 


Wilfred Smith of the same sheet writes of Grimm's passing as if 


Charlie was a pal of long standings. In part he says: 


"Thousands of Chicagoans will give Charley Grimm sincere refer- 


ences. Net even Joe McCarthy, when he walked the plank and was 
replaced by Rogers Hornsby. had more friends. Perhaps, this was 
Grimm's worst fault, that he made no enemies. In seven years as 
leader of the Cubs, Charley never fined a player until last week 
and then it was too late to prove, if fines and punishments can prove' 
it, that he was a stern taskmaster. 


"Grimm liked his players and they liked him. But the players 


hadn't come through so far this season and that is,the only reason 
any one has advanced this general indictment of failure, for Grimm's 
dismissal. At that Grimm didn't do so badly after he took over the 
management on Aug. 2. 1932. from Hornsby. That season the Cubs 
won the championship and they won again in 1935. Both times they 
lost the world series. 


Howarrt Roberts of the Chicago Daily News chronicled the summoning 


of sports writers to the Cub office and P. K. Wrigley's announcement with 
as much detail and pathos as the swearing in of Cal Coolidge when 
President Warren Harding died years ago. And you couldn't help but 
feel that Grimm was deeply liked by every scribe. 


Roberts wrote: 
"When pressed. Mr. Wrigley elaborated on his earlier statements He 


appeared under considerable emotional strain.
